A point  of  information  was  presented  by  Wade  Zimmerman.  As  many  local  affiliates  play  a part  in 
sending  their  own  on  the  road,  Wade  would  like  the  group  to  consider  financial  support  for  Bill  Gray 
during  his  upcoming  term  as  CCA  President.  Joe  Kasza  brought  forth  a second  point  of  information 
explaining  how  the  Bent-Prowers  Endowment  Trust  was  set  up  partially  to  help  Bent-Prowers  members 
as  they  took  on  leadership  roles  with  the  state  association.  Joe  indicated  that  financial  support  was 
already  taken  care  of  and  would  be  finalized  by  the  board  of  directors.
